Providence? 

The population of Worcester, from the 2010 census, is 181,045; the popu- 
lation of Providence is a mere 178,042. 

But Worcester has 37.6 square miles of land, to Providences 18.5. 
Worcester has half the population density of Providence, 4,815 
people/square mile vs. 9,623.9. Even several of the towns that border 
Providence, like North Providence, Central Falls, and Pawtucket, are 
much more densely populated than Worcester. 

Thus, while being the "second largest city in New England," 
Worcester is much less urban than Providence — Worcester's high 
population comes as much from its physical size as its density. This in no 
way affects our love for Worcester, but does lead us to take any direct 
comparison between the two cities with a grain of salt. (Mike Benedetti)
